On the vote the committee showed - 
self solidly opposed to the repeal of the 
amendment and with the adverse report 
the Bill will come up on its passage on

The defeat of the bill before the com- 
mittee is due to the fact that the conatl- 
tutional amendment has not, in the opin- 
jon of the members, been sufficiently 
‘tested. In the recent state clection the

JEFFERSON PENN, late juror in 
the celebrated Mattie Adams will 
*case, was a free man yesterday. 


As predicted some weeks ago in The 
Constitution. Judge John 8. Candler, pre- 
siding officer of the criminal branch of 
the Fulton superior court, signed an or- 
der Saturday releasing Penn from the 
Tower, 

When the order was taken it was mall- 
ed to Deputy Clerk Thomas Miller, It only 
reached him yesterday and immediately 
upon its receipt he filed it with the sher- 
rs office, and in less time than it takes 
to tell, the jall had been notified and the 
machinery for the juror's release was 
fet in motion, 

Had the court's order been received Sat- 
urday evening Penn, who has been an in- 
mate of the Tower for fully seven 
months, would have been enahled to cel- 
ebrate his delivery from the hands of the 
law by attending divine worship on the 
following day. As.it was, however, Penn 
had to be content wien waiting until the 
order should reach the sheriff's office. 

Since last April he has been a guest of 
the county with*headquarters at the Tow- 
er. NO man in that dismal building had a 
more interesting histqry. No person there 
ever made stronger efforts to gain his re- 
lease by legal means, and no one's efforts 
were more futile. N 

Now it remains for the court to quietly 
order that the heavy doors of the fail 
swing back and permit T .J. Penn to 
dome forth a man as free as the air 
Which came to him through the barred 
Window of his room in the Tower. 

Bradley Was Never Caught. 

The continued absence of Detective Wil- 
Nam A. Bradley made Penn's release a 
possibility. He was being held in the 
hope that the detective would be caught, 
brought back to Fulton and put upon trial 
on the charge of embracery with Penn 
as chief witness for the state. For many 
months Bradley has been a fugitive from 
justice and the chances are that he will 
never be brought back to stand trial. 

Where he now is none can tell—at least 
none have stepped forward to volunteer 
information as to his whereabouts, and it 
is therefore safe to say that if there are 
any who do know where he is they have 
their own good reasons for remaining in 
the background. 

When the Mattie Adams will case was 
brought to trial before Justice J. II. 
Lumpkin, in the superior court, seven 
months ago, T. J. Penn was one of the 
jurors. After some of the evidence had 
been introduced the case was postponed 
for about a week and when the jury was 


allowed to go, the court gave the usual |

to speak in their presence about the case. 

Just before the trial was resumed two 
of the iawyers in the case—one from 
either side—went to Judge Lumpkin and 
Stated they had reason to believe that 
an effort had been made to tamper with 
one of the jurors, whether sucessfully or 
not they did not know. Two detectives 
were ordered before the court and 
ee with being implicated in the mat- 
er. 

When the court met on the next Mon- 
day all the jurors appeared except T. J. 
Penn. He had fled the county. He was 
later found in another part of the state 
and brought to At'tanta. He was tried 
and sentenced to twenty days in the 
Tower for contempt. When that time ex- 
pired he was ordered held as a witness 
against the two detectives who had, in 
the meantime, been indicted for embra- 
cery. 

Several months ago one of the detec- 
tives was put upon trial, but Penn de- 
clined to tcstify, stating that to do so 
might tend to incriminate him. The de- 
tective was released immediately, but the 
other had disappeared. Penn was then 
held as a witness for the state against 
him, should he ever be caught. 

As time has passed the chances of ever 
catching Bradley have grown exceedingly 
small, until on yesterday Judge Candler 
decided to let Penn out. The juror made 
several efforts to effect his release on 
writ ef habeas corpus, but each time the 


court decided against him.

Effect Would Be To Throw Out Theu- 
sands of Negro Children, 


A WUMBER OF MEASURES ARE PASSED 


House and Senate Remain in Session 
but a Short While—Committees 
Hard at Work. 


One general and six local measures 
passed the house of representatives yes- 
terday morning, while the senate, which 
met at noon, Was engaged but a few mo- 
ments in olearing up the work on the 
secretary's desk. The general bill which 
passed the house—the first general meas- 
ure to get through that body this session 
—was by Mr. Steed, of Taylor, and pro- 
vided for shortening the time for publish- 
ing citations for the dismissal of admin- 
istratora, from three months to one 
month. Under the terms of the bill cita- 
tions must be published only once a week 
for four weeks. 

The house passed unanimously the local 
bill by Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, to amend 
the charter of the Capital City bank by 
fixing its capital stock at $125,000 and con- 
ferring on its stockholders the right to 
Increase the figure to $500,000 or decrease 
it to $25,000. The bill likewise changes the 
name of the concern to the Capital City 
Trust Company of @eorgia. 

The two bills by Mr. King, of Fulton, 
providing an amendment to the act in- 
corporating the Trust Company of Geor- 
gia and to the act incorporating the Geor- 
gia Iron and Coal Company were both 
among the measures that received the 
constitutional majority.

By Mr. King. of Fulten—To amend the act 
incorposating the Georgia Iron and Coal Com- 
pany. 


Depot Committee Wednesday. 

Chairman Hower, of the Western and 
Atlantic committee of the house, gave no- 
tice on yesterday of a meeting of his com- 
mittee for tomorrow afternoon at 3 
o'clock, at which the depot bill is to be 
considered and. the reports of the three 
sub-committees appointed last week to be 
submitted. The sub-vommittee on the 
point of possible damage to adjoining 
property arising ont of the erection of 
the depot and theweadiness of the city 
of Atlanta to ¢ofistruct the Whitehall 
viaduct will be ready on Wednesday to 
make its report, and it is likely that 
both the other sub-committees will be 
ready with a report at that time. It is 
hardly likely that final action on the 
depot bill will be taken by the committee 
of the house at the next meeting, but the 
investigation will have progressed to that 
point where a full discussion of the mer- 
its of the measure can be had. 


To Limit Parficipation in Fund. 

One of the liveliest hills vet intro- 
duced and one that is calculated to pro- 
voke a full and free discussion in the sen- 
ate and house was presented by Repre- 
sentative Miller, of Muscogee, on yea- 
terday. The measure provides for an 
amendment to the conatitution that will 
limit participation in the common school 
fund of the state to the children of those 
electors who have paid their poll tax and 
excluding from such particivation all chil- 
dren of citizens who are defaulters in this 
respect. It is proposed that the operation 
of the amendment shall begin on January 
1, 1903. 

The effect of this bill will be to exclude 
practically 5 per cent of the negro chil- 
dren who now enjoy equal use of the 
school fund with the white children of 
Georgia, It will either exoalude them or 
compel meas prompt action on the part 
of their fathers in the matter of paying 
poll taxes. The figures show that only 
45 per cent of the negro electors of the 
state pay thelr poll taxes, and it is eeti- 
mated that the passage of the proposed 
amendment by the member from Musco- 
Kee would reduce or make possible a con- 
siderable reduction in the appropriation 
to common schools, 

Dealing with the subject of the common 
schools in which such general interest is 
felt the measure will attract a great deal 
of attention. The bill is as follows:
